EAGLE in Fatal Derailment 


Amtrak train 21, the southbound EAGLE, derailed at about 10am on Nov 12 near 
Woodlawn TX, seven miles east of Marshall TX. Four persons were killed and 47 were 
injured, requiring hospital observation. 23 of those were admitted to hospitals. There 
was a total of 138 passengers, 12 Amtrak crew and five MoPac crew on the train. It 
was the first fatal Amtrak derailment since the SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR derail- 
ment of Jun 15, 1982 at Emerson IA, in which two passengers died. Previous derail- 
ment fatalities were one person on the SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR near Omaha on 
Dec 16, 1976; one person in 1973; and 11 dead in the wreck of the CITY OF NEW 
ORLEANS i in Jun 1971. The last fatality on an Amtrak train was in the Pont STAR- 
LIGHT fire of Jun 23, 1982, in which two passengers died. 

Consist of the derailed EAGLE was F40 engines 294 and 230; baggage car 1234, 
sleeper 2911 ‘‘Pacific Forest”, Hi-level transition car 39901, Superliner sleeper 32035, 
Hi-level coach 39972, Superliner coaches 34064 and 34054, Superliner diner 38030, 
and Superliner coach 34033. Damage estimate was $2,211,500 to Amtrak equipment. 
Preliminary indications were that Superliner diner 38030 was a total loss. The cause 
of the derailment was under investigation by several agencies, but appeared to be 
track-related, Amtrak indicated. Some newspapers reported that a MoPac maintenance 

of way crew was working at the location when the EAGLE approached. Amtrak could 
not confirm that report. The train was reported traveling about 73mph in a 7Smph 
speed limit zone. It was running 35 minutes late, having left Chicago on time the 
previous day. There were conflicting reports about how many cars derailed. At least 
one report said that five cars went on the ground. Another report said that only the 
engines and baggage car remained on the tracks. It appeared that probably two of 
‘the cars turned over on their sides. 

There were also conflicting reports for about the first 12 hours following the derail- 
ment, concerning the number of fatalities and injuries. The UPI reported 126 injuries 
at first. The number of fatalities was given by the New York Times (from the Assoc- 
iated Press) as nine in its Nov 13 editions. An Amtrak spokesman said this miscount- 
ing occurred because there was some double-counting of bodies, due to the fact that 
both hospitals and funeral homes were involved in the process of handling the victims, 
and double-counting occurred when they were moved from one facility to another, 
and in some cases moved again for autopsies. 

The next EAGLE to operate, train 22 of the 13th, consisted of four cars, two of 
them taken from the SUNSET, train 2 of the 11th, and one or two cars from train 

1 of the 12th. The track had been repaired by the time that train, of makeup equip- 
ment, operated, and it ran over the same MoPac line as the derailed train did. The 
train of the 13th carried a normal number of passengers, Amtrak said. It left San 
Antonio on time.

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= EAST COAST REPORT,

With a little help from their friends, the railfans, New Jersey Transit gave a fitting 
farewell to the famous GG-1 electric locomotives beginning with a ceremony at Mata- 
wan Station on Saturday, Oct 29 at 9:30am 

Number 4877, Tuscan red with yellow pinstripes, drawing 13 coaches including the 
equally stylish Tuscan red Jersey Shore Commuters Club subscription car, came toa 
halt placing the Pennsylvania Railroad crest directly behind the speakers’ podium. 
Officials from New Jersey Transit, including the Executive Director Jerome Premo and 
the state’s Transportation Commissioner John Sheridan spoke in glowing terms about 
what they called “‘the finest locomotive ever built in this country.” 

They continued by saying that Amtrak could no longer 
guarantee the reliability of these 45- to 50-year-old engines 
any more than NJ Transit could bear the increasing cost of 
maintenance, so it was time for them to be retired. A few rail- 
fans hissed here and again when the officials spoke of improved 
service for the people who actually ride the trains using the 
E60s and more modern rolling stock. One GG-1 is a likely can- 
didate for retention in operating condition for excursion work. 

Then with Karl Zimmermann, who wrote The Book on the 
“G” (The Remarkable GG1), we headed for some photography 
at the bridge over the Raritan River and later at Perth Amboy. 
There, bewildered regular riders asked what the fuss was all 
about, and NJ Transit officials gestured to each other with 
raised arms and eyebrows at the verve of the railfans lining 
the tracks. ; 

For a different location, we drove to Rahway, where the North Jersey Coast Line 
joins the main line, making six tracks across. Her we caught the second section head- 
ing to Newark with No. 4882, the first section returning to Matawan with No. 4879 
and No. 4877 following. In between, a Metroliner clattered thru at 120mph. More 
runs were scheduled after I returned to New York on the local just after noon. 

I grew up with the GG-1, watching them on the Main Line on the way to school | 
aid then on frequent trips for decades (never mind how many) between Philadelphia 
and New York and other points on the Corridor. Their sleek lines and powerful pro- 
portions, once a commonplace sight, will be sorely missed.

The next morning, Sunday, I traveled down to Washington on the 8 :30am_ 
PALMETTO, an attractive train with four Heritage coaches surrounding a Heritage 
lounge, destined for Savannah, and four Amfleet cars bracketing the Amcate car 
for Corridor passengers. After tie stop at Newark, the conductor invited passengers 
to use either the lounge or the cafe car during the trip. The train had about 30% of 
the seats occupied at Baltimore. 

On this day, the new New Carrollton Station opened for business, replacing the 
badly buckled “temporary” platforms of nearby Capital Beltway Station. Amtrak 
passengers can switch here via an underpass to the parallel platform for the Washing- 
ton Metro’s Orange Line with its direct connections to 21 stations reaching as far 
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as Ballston in suburban Virginia on the other side of Washington. There is a local bus 
Service from New Carrollton and sufficient parking coming soon when the Amtrak lot 
is completed to alleviate the congestion at the existing Metro lot. 

The small intermodal station flyer 
nas a clear drawing of the layout and the 
schedule of all Amtrak trains stopping 
there between Washington and Boston. 

At Union Station in Washington, a 
new entrance allows for a better ap- 
proach from the street. A slightly out- 
of-date sign that blocks the side en- 
trance to the old ticket concourse 
reads “Save Grand Central.” While the 
interior is a sad sight, there is finally 
hope for the 1907 terminal building. 
The roof is undergoing repairs, and a Washington Post story dated Oct 29 reported 
that Keith Kelly has been named to head the massive rehabilitation project. 

Tue article made much of the fact that Kelly was managing director of the Hyatt 
Regency Hotel construction at the Crown Center in Kansas City, Missouri, where an 
overhead walkway collapsed in July, 1981, killing 113 people. However, during the 
investigation, officials determined that Kelly “had neither the responsibility nor the 
capability of reviewing the design work” which had been subcontracted.

CARROLLTON 
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Two days before, Scandinavian World Cruises announced that it was withdrawing 
its car ferry cruise ship “Scandinavia” from the New York-Bahamas trade, where it 
made connections for motorists and their cars for Port Canaveral and Miami. The 
“Scandinavia” could carry 400 cars and 1400 passengers, and had started the service 
with great fanfare in September, 1982. 

On Monday, at a stopover in Baltimore, I had a good look at the excellent restora- 
tion done on the 1911 station, originally designed by Kenneth Murchison, who also 
‘designed the Lackawanna Terminal in Hoboken. 

The soaring main entrance hall has three domed skylights with leaded colored 
glass and a balcony rimming the mezzanine onto which the offices face. The ticket 
windows have been moved to the right in an attractive new area, and beyond that 
the waiting area built over tie tracks effectively shows off the fine rookwood ceramic 
tiles and ornamental wall lights. The new dropped ceiling, to conserve energy, does 
not in any way spoil the bright, airy feeling of the room. Particularly attractive are 
the various signs painted with yellow letters on a Tuscan red background. 

Baltimore, fifth in Amtrak sales, also serves as a commuter station for rush-hour 
trains to and from Washington, so many passengers will benefit from the attractive 
improvements.

After a day at the University of Baltimore library, I caught the 5:07 GARDEN

Riding the Mojave Limited 


BY WALT STRINGER 


As I sit next to the open lower bag- 
gage window in car 5, Hi-level 39953, 
enjoying the SP main and writing this, we 
are on the final leg of a roundtrip from 
Los Angeles and Pomona to Mojave. The 
Pacific Railway Society has put on ano- 
ther fine excursion, leaving Oct 22 from 
L.A. 

Ten coach and two sleeper loads of 
riders (at $60 or 70 or more a head) are 
chatting amiably upstairs in their Hi-level 
or Superliner spaces, talking about trains, 
the good old days, and even the 4449’s 
trip next May and June, which PRS hopes 
to help sponsor. A knowledgeable an- 
nouncer has told us about our route, 
train and local history, the highlight of 
which is our ride over SP’s Colton-Palm- 
dale cutoff, 78 miles long, opened on 
July 11, 1967 for $22 million. The SP 
always had to route westbound Sunset 
Route tonnage via L.A., but when this 
cutoff opened, SP became competitive 
with Santa Fe. Both have major classifi- 
cation yards east of L.A. (Santa Fe’s 
Barstow and SP’s West Colton), and both 
have a bypass route around L.A. for 
northbound freight. Now that these two 
carriers have agreed to merge, the need 
for competition may lessen, but the traf- 
fic and need to bypass L.A. are still there. 
Our train, the Mojave Limited, is the first 
revenue passenger train to cover the cut- 
off, courtesy of SP. . 

We began at 8:45am from LAUPT 
track 5, with this consist: F40 engines 
242 and 246; Hi-level coaches 39947, 
39957, 39960, 39961, 39953, Superliner 
coaches 34006 and 34071, Hi-level 
lounge 39974, Superliner diner 38026, 

Superliner coaches 31021 (coach-baggage 
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| with snack bar downstairs), 34075, 
34021, Superliner sleepers 32020 and 
32049. 

The train was full, and they could 
have sold out two more sleepers, Amtrak 
was providing the meal service—reserva- 
tion system, standard meal for all in the 
diner. The hoped-for P30 engines were 
turned down by SP. PRS and the Oreange 
Empire Railway Museum had a business 
and souvenir shop set up in car 31021, 
on the upper level. 

Our trip to Mojave didn’t go quite as 
well as planned. Sitting in lounge car 
39953 (nice and cool in the morning sun) 

; with the scanner on the table, we found 

| it amusing to listen as we took a 5-minute 
delay at Mission Tower getting lined up, 

| then 15 minutes in the City of Industry 

while SP freight LAMFT pumped up his 

| air ahead of us on the Alhambra line 

| (this was my first trip over this ex-SUN- 

| SET line since they built the cut). At 
the closed Pomona depot, 60 or so got 
on, and we left 38 minutes late. 

| We traversed Colton Yard on the

mph and smooth. We passed Palmdale 
at 12:55 after meeting an SP eastbound, 
: then observed L-1011 Tristars at the 
Lockheed plant. We were by Lancaster 
j at 1:05, and arrived at Mojave at 1:55 
after turning the train on the wve lead- 

j Ing to the Creei rancn, a change irom 

{ ortzinal plans. 


We spent 70 minutes at the green 
depot in Mojave, while the riders photo- 
graphed the train, Santa Fe helpers 
5991 (FP45) and 8703 (U-boat), and 
each other. A few strolled into town and 
patronized the fast-food joints, and we 
saw a cement train with seven engines 
come in from Creel. There was no activ- 
ity on the Searles line (Lone Pine Branch) 
but an eastbound Santa Fe freight off 
Tehachapi was held out of town until a 
westbound SP freight from L.A. arrived 
and we departed. 

As we left Mojave, a westbound Santa 
Fe freight was sitting with 10 engines 


and about 60 cars. During the ride to 
Cajon I chatted with old friends. 

We passed Palmdale at 3:45 (sorry, 
no detour via Burbank Junction), High- 
land at 4:30, and passed a Santa Fe east- 
bound above Sullivan’s Curve. We stop- 
ped behind a stuck SP freight above Dyke 
(Santa Fe Devore), while on the Santa Fe 


an eastbound pig train with F45 5969 
leading three units stalled on approach to 
Keenbrook. Finally we moved on slow- 
ly, and arrived at West Colton at 6:05, 
went right onto the westbound main, 
and started running straight into a pink 
sunset. 

The engine crew was heard on the 
scanners saying they hoped we enjoyed 
our trip on the San Joaquin Division. 
After a quick crew change opposite Col- 
ton hump (watching cars go over), we 
rolled past Ontario quickly (no station 
there yet) and left Pomona at 6:42. 

Returning to L.A., we used the State 
Street line via I-10, arriving LAUPT at 
7:20, 50 minutes late. 


It was a fun trip, and its 800 riders 
made railfan history. We ran 80.4 miles 
of actual Palmdale cutoff (160.8 round 
trip) with a grand total of 334 miles for 
the day. When will the next one be? 


Cut Bank Fights Cutback 


The people of Cut Bank MT are fighting a losing battle to keep their Amtrak ticket 
office manned. Amtrak closed its ticket office in Cut Bank and seven other commun- 
ities on Oct 30. Residents feel that there are many good reasons to keep the office 
manned, but that Amtrak is unwilling to listen to them. 

Since the Oct 4 announcement that the office would close, Cut Bank residents have 

, been reportedly unanimous in their opposition to the move—which is easy to under- 
stand, given the importance of Amtrak to the community. 

The issue of when Amtrak made the decison to unman is unclear, and Cut Bank 
residents see it as the most deceptive part of the move. While the announcement was 
made on Oct 4, the Cut Bank office received the Oct 30 timetables on Oct 7, which 
already showed Cut Bank as an unmanned station. Presumably the information had 
to be available some weeks earlier in order to get the timetables printed. However, 
on Sep 21 Cut Bank rail supporter Mark W. Meyer received a letter from Montana 
Senator Max Baucus stating that Amtrak had assured him that “‘no decision nad been 
made” about a cutback. According to tne Great Falls (MT) Tribune of a mid-Septem- 
ber date, the Montana Public Service Commissioner had received ward from Amtrak 
tuat tne station would remain open ana manned until April, 1984, waen it would 


again be evaluated. 


Cut Bank rail supporters point out that of the eight stations being unmanned by 
Amtrak this fall, only Cut Bank and Hamiet NC are not located on an [nterstate 
nighway that parallels ue Amtrak route. Cut Bank is 23 miles from 1-45. cut that 
highway runs norti-sout, not east-west as tae Amtrak route does. Aintrak is Cut 
Bank’s only public transportation service. Hamiet NC is on a Continentai Trailways 
route with four daily trips eacn direction. Of all the cities being unmanned, only 
Cut Bank does not nave scheduled air service available within 50 miles. [ tact, most 
towns have their very own commercial airline. But Cut Bank resiaents must travei 
to Lethbridge, Alberta, Canada (90 milzs distant, if the port of entry at Del Bonita 
is open) or Great Falls MT (110 miles away) to board an airliner. 

At the end of October, Amtrak said it would provide Express Service three uays 
per week to Cut Bank, but the now-cynical Cut Bank residents are suspecting the 
announcement is just a ploy to get the townspeople off Amtrak’s back. sage Li

The train carried 17 passenger cars and 23 auto carriers. Early arrivals continued even 
beyond that date, with a 9am arrival at the platform on Nov 5 (8:35 at tie switch), 
and an 8:20 platform arrival on Nov 7 (8am at the switch). 

We are informed that the test train consist given last issue on page 17 was evidently 
of an earlier test run than the Oct 16-18 roundtrip with Amtrak employees as passen- 
gers, because the Oct 16-18 runs used 16 passenger cars and 15 auto carriers, while 
the consist given last issue had 23 cars and 12 carriers. In the consist of the first reve- 
nue run, given above on page 12, the last sleeper, car 2467, is a crew car. The weather 
in Sanford upon the first arrival was overcast and drizzling. 

The advent of the AUTO TRAIN operation means that another significant chapter 
is being written in Amtrak labor relations. A small Amtrak victory was the loss of 
craft distinctions for the on-board service personnel—they can be used anywhere at 
any time on the AUTO TRAIN. 


A much bigger victory is the fact that the operating crews will be Amtrak employees. 


This is Amtrak’s first step in this policy outside the NE Corridor. Rather than employ- 
ing six crews of five men each in operating the train from Lorton to Sanford, Amtrak 
will have the following arrangement: two engineers will operate the train from Lorton 
to Florence SC, about 375 miles with no intermediate stops; a conductor and a flagman 
will make the same run. Then two engineers will operate the train from Florence to 
Sanford, about 470 miles, with no intermediate stops; a conductor and a flagman will 
make the same run. Speed limit on the RF&P is 6(0mph; 70mph on the SBD. Conduc- 
tor and flagman will lift no tickets, since they are lifted at originating terminals. While 
the train is scheduled for a 17-hour run, Amtrak expected to beat the schedule easily. 
The above labor agreements are earthshattering, since employees are paid at the 
hourly rate; since it ignores division boundaries; and since it ignores railroad boundar- 
ies. Eight people are employed to operate the train instead of about 30. Rumor has 
it that the UTU has agreed to the above arrangements, but that the BLE was holding 
out. The Seaboard System is very encouraged by Amtrak’s moves, since Amtrak is 
plowing new ground which the various railroads have been trying to do for years.

How To Restructure Texas Trains 


BY DUANE W. ROLLER 


With Amtrak giving serious consideration to restoration of Oklahoma service, and 
rumors flying about the extension of the CRESCENT into Texas, it is time to consider 
a total restructuring of service within the state of Texas, which is possibly the area 
served worst by Amtrak—lacking a daily train, and with a circuitous routing for the 
EAGLE as it tries to serve too many points at once. 

The following is a proposal for such reworking, based in part on the assumption that 
Oklahoma service will be provided.

™ The EAGLE should be rerouted directly from Longview to Taylor via Palestine, 
since Dallas and Fort Worth would be served by the new Oklahoma train, 

= The EAGLE should operate thru to Los Angeles on a new schedule, with no 
switching or layover in San Antonio. 

# The CRESCENT should be extended to San Antonio. 

# The Oklahoma train should operate west from Fort Worth to El Paso and connect 
there with the EAGLE/SUNSET. 

Rerouting the EAGLE via Palestine shortens its route by 88 miles and its running 
time by about three hours. Only Cleburne, McGregor and Temple will lose service, 
but none of these towns will be more than 75 miles from existing service, and all of 
East Texas will be less than 100 miles from train service. In addition, Hearne, only 18 
miles from Texas A&M University, will be a potentially large source of revenue. 

Since this rerouting will allow the EAGLE to arrive in San Antonio before 6pm, 

a SUNSET departing within the hour could arrive Los Angeles by 10pm the following 
evening—earlier if the 2-3 hours of fat are removed from the schedule. Eastbound, a 
similar schedule is possible, with L.A. departure in the morning. This would provide 
daytime service between Arizona and California. 

An Oklahoma train, splitting from the SOUTHWEST LIMITED at Newton, would 
serve Oklahoma at the traditional times, and could turn west at Fort Worth, providing 
service to a vast area currently without rail service, arriving El Paso in time for a thru- 
car connection to the SUNSET. This would add 616 miles to the system (not counting 
Newton-Fort Worth)—a large order, but it would bring much of West Texas to within 
2-3 hours of train service and fill one of the largest gaps in the system. 

The additional train miles should in large part be offset by more efficient equipment 
utilization, especially the reduction of the EAGLE/SUNSET route from three nights to 
two. It would also create a new transcontinental route without the presently-required 
overnight layover in New Orleans. The SUNSET has recently been cited as the poorest 
performer among the long hauls; such restructuring should help it. 

Perhaps someone more knowlegeable than I could work out equipment utilization 
and cost-effectiveness for this restructuring. Surely it makes more sense than the 
present Texas mishmash. :
